The war of 1S12 placed an important 


embargo on English manufactures, and 
from that time to 1S1C, 
manufacturing in 


the United 
States 
prospered.

followed eight years ot business stagna. 
tion during which manufacturers and 
laborers were thrown out oE employment, 
aud the.farmer was without a market. 


The first real protective taritl law 


passed by congress was in 1821. Then 
followed a period of prosperity more 
remarkabo than anything of the kind 
that had been experienced bince th° 
adoption of tho constitution. There was 
a. regular transformation in all business 
circles which was caused sololy by tho 
protective tariff. Tho effect wna so great 
in building up trado and increasing 
wages that the several state legislatures 
endorsed the policy ot protection. 


This condition of thingH lasted till 


1S33, whou tho.ulHing '".riff law was 
passed. Tbia sliding "alo wn to go on 
till 1S-12, when tho 
horizontal duty, 


ot 20 per oont, like Morrisiu't) of two 
years ago, was to ba tho law. Theu tho 
tariff and politics looked horus for ttio 
first time, and what was tho result? The 
horizontal reduction after a sliding ^ecalo 
ot nearly nine years, gave tho country 
freo trade, or very near it. 'i'lio indus- 
tries bogau to totter under tbo .reduction 
of tho tariff, acd tho effect was tho pauio 
ot 1S37, which wan ifar worse than tho 
panic of J837.
